Anxiety Over Heart ibhisinich, 

Everything still depends on whether 
the King’s heart can withstand his 
illness.

SAYS KING HAS-AIDED TRADE 


Spectalist In British Securities Calls 
Ruler a Businéss- Leader. 


Samuel H. Vallance of Bulkley, 
Vallance & Co., specialists in British 
securities, in commenting yesterday 
on the illness of King George ‘said 
that the British sovereign was.a far 
more sesper cant figure in England’s 
industri life than the average 
American recognized.

Santa Marta, a busy port of the 
Caribbean, while not actually in- 
vaded by the pillagérs, is paralyzed 
by their activities inland and steam- 
ers wait at their: docks empty, 
according to’ the reports, and mil- 
lions of stéms of bananas lie rotting 
on:the wharves, while other products 
of the country cannot be. shipped, 
The strikers'are said -to have: tr 
to incite railroad..employes.to join 
them, but the railroad workers have 
thus far refused to walk out in a 
body, although eneugh have struck 
to hamper the operation of the 
province’s rail lHnes. 

Foreigners in the Province of Mag- 
dalena, it was said, were grouped 
yesterday in the railroad towns where 
they awaited promised action by the 
Governor of Magdalena and the com- 
mander of the regiment at’ Barran- 
quilla,’. ‘The: commander.of. the mili- 
tary is reported to have refused ‘to 
render the Governor. ‘‘any assistance 
until the Governor acknowledges that 
= is unable toe handle. the situa-

The Governor has _not.made such 
an acknowledgment, and the mes- 
gage reporting this information as- 
serted that Americans in the quarter 
‘suspected political interests ehind 
the present. movement.”

Strange freaks of marine life and 
the creatures that inhabit the depths 
of the sea were placed on public 
the opening of the new Hall of Fishes 
of the World in the southeast wing 
of the American Museum of Natural 
History. Dr. William Beebe, ichthy- 
ologist, and Dr. William K. Greg- 
ory, curator.of. the new branch of 
ichthyology, spoKe at the formal 
opening. 

Thousands of varieties of sea life, 
from the common catfish and brook 
trout to the rare and little-known 
species of deep-sea inhabitants and 
the luminescent fish which live thou- 
sands of feet below the surface of 
the ocean, are on exhibition in the 
new hall.

ROCHESTER, '\N. ‘Y., Dec. §5.—The 
Federal: Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America, at the opening of 
its sixth quadrennial meeting on its 
twentieth anniversary here today, 
warmly endorsed the Kellogg Peace 
Pact, urged its immediate ratifica- 
tion by the Senate, and approved the 
issuance of an appeal to Christians 
in all lands “and to all lovers of 
world justice, good-will and peace,” 
favoring early agreements by all the 
mations ‘‘for a general and drastic 
reduction of all their armaments on 
land and sea.”’ 

The meeting, which will contintie 
until Dec. 11, brought together more 
than 600 representatives of twenty- 
nine denominations with’a combined 
membership of more than 22,000,000 
communicants. As forecast in THE 
Times yesterday, Bishop Francis J. 
McConnell of the New York Metho- 
dist areas was elected president for 
the next four years. 

The Rey. Dr. S. Parkes Cadman, 
the retiring president, was.chosen 
radio minister, a newly created post 
which will keep him in close rela- 
tionship with the council. The Rev. 
Rivington D. Lord and Frank H. 
Mann were re-elected recording sec- 
retary and treasurer respectively. 

Dr. Cadman denied tonight a re- 
port that he would resign his pastor- 
ate at the Central Congregational 
Church in Brooklyn to accept a sal- 
ary of $25,000 a year for life as 
“radio minister.”

Declaration on Peace Pact. 


Discussion of the Kellogg pact 
followed the submission of a report 
by the Committee on International 
Justice and Good-will, of which 
George W. Wickersham is chairman. 
Dr. Sidney L. Gulick, secretary of 
the commission, presented a pro- 

osed declaration on the treaty and 
he draft of a message to Christians 
in all lands. Both were approved af- 
ter some changes had been made 
and sent to the administrative com- 
mittee. The administrative commit- 
tee was empowered to issue the a 
peal for reduction of armamen 
when the Kellogg pact is ratified. 

The declaration on the Pact of 
Paris contained a statement that 
ratification of the Kellogg Treaty 
would remove the principa S piection 
to American membership in the 
League of Nations and the conviction 
was expressed that ‘“‘the United 
States should promptly accept mem- 
bership in the League of Nations 
and in the Permanent Court of In- 
ternational Justice.’ 

Fear by some of the delegates that 
such an expression might be mis- 
understood and endanger ratification 
of the Kellogg Treaty resulted in the 
elimination of this expression from 
the declaration and it was separately 
referred to the administrative com- 
mittee. 

President Coolidge’s prompt trans- 
mission to the Senate of the Pact of 
Paris was praised in the declaration 
which asked for immediate ratifica- 
tion as approval by other nations 
“may depend on it prior ratification 
by the United States.’”’ In the name 
of the Federal Council, the declara- 
tion appealed to the people of the 
world to give the treaty their sup- 
port and the people of the United 
States were called upon to make 
known to President Coolidge and 
Congress their approval. 


Opposes Increase in Navy. 


At the same time the declaration 
stated that “‘any material increase 
of the United States Navy at this 
time would be inconsistent with the 
spirit and purpose of the general 
Pact of Paris and would tend to 
nullify its influence in producing 
mutual confidence among the na- 
tions.’’ 

It was therefore urged’ that “no 
authorization be given for any such 
increase’ and the nations were asked 
to. show their sincerity in the Kel- 
logg pact “by ceasing at once all 
increase of their military and naval 
armaments.”’ 

Church members were asked ‘“‘to 
unite with all forces and agencies 
working for world peace in demand- 
ing prompt, positive and general re- 
duction by international agreement 
of naval and military forces to the 
dimensions needed only for effective 
police service.” 

In dealing with. Latin America the 
commission § ¢xpressed . its 
wishes for President-elect Hoover 
on his good-will’-migsion. to South 
America and yoiced ‘the ‘hope that 
the Pan-American Arbitration Con- 
ference which will meet in Washing- 
ton on Dec..10 .would provide for 
the pacific settlement of all inter- 
national difficulties .among...the 
American republics ‘‘whether they 
be difficulties having to do with law 
or with policy.”’

WARM. SPRINGS, Ga., Dec. 5.— 
The opening of a drive to put the 
New. York State Democratic Party 
on a fighting basis all year round 
and-thus increase its campaign ef- 
fectiveness was announced here to- 
day by Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
State Chairman M,. William Bray. 

The drive ‘will be formally opened 
at a meeting at Albany on Jan. 2, 
at which many party dignitaries are 
expected to be present. In the after- 


noon of that day, the State commit- 
tee will meet with all the county 
‘chairmen to receive an outline of 
the program being prepared by the 
Governor-elect, by Mr. Bray and 
other leaders, 

.In the evening there will be a din- 
ner, given by the organization to the 
State ‘committee and the county 
chairmen. Among those who are 
being invited are Governor Smith 
and Edwin Corning, the hgh: 
Lieutenant Governor; Herbert j 
Lehman, -who. is succeeding to that 
post; Senators Copeland and Waz- 
ner, National Committeeman Nor- 
man E. Mack and National Commit- 
teewoman Hlisabeth Marbury, Demo- 
cratic legislators who will open their 
sessions that day and others who 
ys participated in the party coun- 
cils. - 


Looks to Campaign of 1930. 
One of the main objects of the ac- 


year, according to information gath- 


ered from various sources, is to pre- 
pare the way for another Democratic 
victory in 1930, when, in all probabil- 
2 . Roosevelt will again be the 
pee, ’s candidate. The leaders are

Mr, Roosevelt, ‘‘Chairman Bray will 
outline the program for building up 
the Democratic organization in the 
State, which will be made to func- 
tion 365 days in the year.’’ 

Mr. Bray confined: himself to the 
assertion that ‘‘we will organize from 
the election district captain to the 
State chairman and we will place 
definite responsibility on the county 
chairmen and hold them to the line.”

PRIX GONCOURT WON 
BY FRENCH WAR HERO 


Constantin-Weyer, Wounded 56 
Times, Gets Award for Novel 
on Canadian Life.

PARIS, Dec. 5.—The editor of a 
provincial French newspaper, Mau- 
who lived 
eleven years in Canada before the 
war and who has written about his 
life there, was today awarded the 
Prix Goncourt for his novel, ‘“‘Un 
Homme se Penche sur son Passé.”’ 

Seven members of the Académie 
Goncourt decided the annual award 
at a luncheon. Léon Daudet, fugi- 
tive editor of L’Action Francaise, 
and Lucien Descaves were absent. 
M. Constantin-Weéeyer’s novel re- 
ceived five votes as the year’s best. 

The author is 47 years old. He was 
born and educated in France. He 
had settled down on a ranch in Mani- 
toba before the outbreak of the war. 
He now edits the Journal of the 
West and centre in Poitiers. 

The book deals with French-Cana- 
dian life. 


PARIS, Dec. 5 @).—Maurice Con- 
stantin-Weyer, winner of the Prix 
Goncourt, who was a resident of 








Manitoba for twelve years, hunted, ' 


farmed and traveled widely in North 
America. 

He returned to France at the out- 
break of the war and was wounded 
in fifty-three places in 1917. He hob- 
bled back th two canes into 
tanks service, wags wounded three 
times again and then was in a hos- 
pital until 1920, when he returned 
to Canada and found all his posses- 
sions gone, presumably stolen. 

Returning to France he took up 
work as a newspaper man. 


The Academy of the Goncourts, 
which gives the prize, came into 
being in 1904. It was founded on 
a bequest by Edmond de Goncourt, 
one of the two brothers who fos- 
tered naturalism in French fiction. 

The prize, which is of 10,000 francs 
(about $390), is awarded "each year 
to the author of a meritorious work 
in prose.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—The pro- 
tection derived by American labor 
from ‘the restrictive immigration 
laws will not be complete until quota 
restrictions in some form are applied 
to the countries of the Western Hem- 
isphere, in the opinion of Secretary 
of Labor James J. Davis, in his an- 
nual report made publi¢e today. 

Secretary Davis recommended sev- 
eral changes with a view to further 


restricting immigration, and sug-! 


gested legislation to that end. Oneof 
the chief effects of the proposed leg- 


islation would be to reduce Mexican 


immigration from 80,000 annually to 
about 7,000,. but it would have little 
or no effect on the present immigra- 
tion from Canada, Cuba and other 
New. World countries. The legisla- 
tion, Secretary Davis said, would be 
an equitable compromise bstween the 
present system of establishing quotas 
and the so-called national ori plan. 

Discussing recent court decisions 
permitting aliens to enter the United 
States from Canada-every day in 
en of their.oceupations, Secre- 

ary Davis said: 

“Tt becomes arent that if these

Effects of Gold Exports. 


In his financial review, Mr. Mellon 
says that the gold movement from 
the United States, which persisted 
throughout the fiscal year, decreased 
our gold stock by nearly $500,000,000, 
or more than 10 per cent. of our 
total. He calls attention to the far- 
reaching effects of the gold export 
movement in helping to restore or 
maintain gold standards in foreign 
countries, stimulating economic ac- 
tivity and general world trade; and 
also in influencing the domestic credit 
situation and Federal Reserve policy. 

In the early part of the gold ex- 
port movement, he relates, the Fed- 
eral Reserve banks purchased securi- 
ties to offset the unfavorable effects 
of the gold exports on our money 
markets. After it was seen that the 
easy money conditions thus main- 
tained were being used to’ increase 
credit for speculative purposes, he 
Says, the Federal Reserve changed 
its policy by selling securities and 
raising the discount rates. 

The report states that the total 
loans and investments of all United 
States banks increased 6% per cent. 
during the year, and there was no 
dearth of funds for regular banking 
customers. -New domestic security 
issues were 8 per cent. more than in 
1927; new foreign issues, 12 per cent 
more. 

In stating the financial condition of 
the Government, Secretary Mellon 
fixes the surplus for the: fiscal year 
1928 at $398,828,281, of which $367,- 
358,710 has been applied to retire- 
ment of the public debt. The surplus 


was $237,000,000 less than 1927. He 
estimates the surplus for 1929 will be 
$36,990,192 and for 1930 $60,576,182. 

Aside from increased expenses in 
running the Government, he explains, 
the decreasé‘in the surplus is due to 
the decrease of unusual sources. of 
revenue which prevailed in the post- 
war years. i 


Decrease in Federal Revenues. 


He shows that the total ordinary 
receipts of the Government for the 
fiscal year decreased $87,000,000.from 
the previous year. Total expenditures 
chargeable against ordinary receipts 
increased $149,935,356 from 1927. 

Secretary Mellon estimates that tax 
reductions will amount to $222,000,000 
for the first full year under the 1928 
internal revenue act, which will af- 
fect tax collections for the period be- 
ginning Jan. 1, 1929. As a result of 
tax revisions since the war, he says, 
the income tax on corporations and 
individuals and the tax on tobacco 
produce about 95 per cent. of all the 
internal revenue and 78 per cent. of 
the customs and internal revenue. 

His recommendations to Congress 
include requests that he be author- 
ized to exempt further issues of Fed- 
eral securities from the surtax as 
well as the normal tax, so as to put 
these issues on an equal basis with 
State and other governmental issues 
in the bond market; to conclude debt 
agreements with Austria and Greece 
and to subordinate this country’s lien 
on Austrian assets and revenues for 
thirty years to permit the flotation 
of the proposed new loan. 


Business and Financial Review. 


The Secretary’s business and finan- 
cial review follows: 

‘‘The salient business changes of 
the year are revealed by an analysis 
of the volume of production and 
trade, published reports of profits of 
manufacturing and mining compa- 
nies, trends in commodity prices, and 
agricultural conditions. 

“Volume of Business.—According 
to recognized indexes the physical 
volume of industrial production at 
the beginning of the fiscal year was 
nearly on a par with a year earlier, 
but soon fell off, reaching a low point 
in November and December, 1927. 
Recovery took place in January, and 
the monthly volume therafter was 
sustained about equal to the same 
months of the preceding year. The 
total for the year was 3 per cent 
below the prior year.

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MR. MELLON ON NATIONAL 


FINANCES. 

Secretary MELLON’S annual report 
again resembles, “in its. clear and 
comprehensive survey of the essen- 
tial points in the: government’s: fi- 
nance, the report.of a well-managed 
business. company’s. directors. to 
their, shareholders. . Both. in) retro- 
spect. and forecast three questions 
stand out. from the rest.. In other 
years, reduction Federal taxes 
and readjustment of the obligations 
of foreign governments. to.our own 
called. for the. first . consideration. 
Neither of these primarily .occupies 
the Secretary’s attention .in. -the 
present report. But the reduction 
and conversion of the national debt, 
the prospect.and probable magnitude 
of the future surplus revenue, the 
country’s business and credit situa- 
tion and the policy of the Federal 
Reserve regarding them continue to 
demand consideration. 

Tir. MELLON reviews concisely the 
remarkably smooth and effective 
operations by which the $5,264,- 
000,000 Third and Second Liberty 
bonds which were outstanding in 
March; 1927, have been retired. Of 
this amount he shows that $2,794,- 
000,000 were converted into other 
and shorter loatis; the $2,469,000,000 
balance: being redeemed in cash;' of 
which’ ''$1,;273,000,000' was obtained 
from the Treasury’s sinking fund 
and surplus revenues. But the Sec- 
retary’s estimates show that actual 
debt reduction will not continue 
hereafter at the pace of the last two 
years. As against $398,828,000 sur- 
plus revenue, available for debt re- 
tirement in the fiscal year ended 
with last June, the surplus is ex- 
pected to be only $36,990,000 in the 
present fiscal year and $60,576,000 
in the next....Estimated public.ex- 
penditure for the fiscal year 1929 is 
$151,225,000 greater than in the pre- 
ceding twelvemonth and estimated 
revenue $210,614,;000. less. 

On.the other hand, the compulsory 
sinking fund redemptions, which are 
based on bonds already redeemed as 
well..as. on debt still outstanding; 
and which are part of the regular 
expenditure, increase from -year to 
year. In 1928 they were more than 
$100,000,000 -in ‘excess of the -re- 
quirements of 1921, and they will 
increase $5,441,000 and $9,332,000 in 
the fiscal years 1929. and 1930 re- 
spectively. Even so, there is expected 
to be $296,682,000 less of total. money 
available» for debt redemption this 
year than in 1928; and the..differ- 
ence will be nearly as great in 1930.

In home. or office, how many of 
us don’t’ receive those golden pros- 
pectuses,. those. commands to tele- 
graph our orders for Punk Products 
common ere its prodigious rise hits 
“the blue sky, " which so many laws 
try to protect in vain? Brethren of 
the “‘sucker list,” Iet us be honest, 
if too many sellers of “mystery 
stocks ” have been a little too imag- 
inative.. Many a sober and prudent 
citizen hasn’t feared to meet the 
“ wildcat,” though he says nothing 
of his wounds. The world is still 
in its childhood.. Only a day or two 
ago witchcraft turned up in Penn- 
sylvania, as deadly as in the heart 
of Africa. Im spite of science, the 
old magic arts bear wide sway. 
There are wizards and witches who 
can make us rich. They speak the 
spell. They get the money. With 
childlike trust, their clients cleave 
to them. Some are ready to trust 
them, as we see in France, even 
after the smash has come. 

Just as . many persons prefer 
quacks, irregular practitioners, nos- 
trum-sellers, to regular educated 
physicians, so many persons prefer 
irresponsible shady gougers to es- 
tablished financial houses of repute. 
In one form or another Montagu 
Tigg and the Anglo-Bengalese Dis- 
interested Loan and Life Insurance 
Company are always in business at 
the old stand. It has been supposed 
that the French small saver, espe- 
cially the peasant, would put the 
product of his slow thrift only into 
the most conservative investments;

SHOPPING FOR CHILDREN. 

Children have become so impor- 
tant, especially as regards the gifts 
which should be presented or. with- 
held, that parents «shine in: a: ‘re- 
flected glory at this time of year. 
Teachers, kindergartners, “doctors 
and child psychologists ‘have: much 
to say about the modern child, but 
the doting parent can still claim the 
last. word. -Fathers and mothers 
sometimes make sad mistakes, but 
they are doing the best they can to 
sift the sound sense from the heaps 
of advice deluging them, They want 
the children to have the right: play- 
things. None too sure of their own 
judgment, they think of the selec- 
tions by fond relatives: with appre- 
hension. 

A tour of the toy departments of 
New York stores holds fascinations 
and also terrors for shoppers inex- 
perienced in buying for children. 
Even parents are likely to be stam- 
peded by the multiplicity of bright, 
shiny, useless things that have some- 
how got into the shops. The fad 
for educational toys is still in the 
nonsensical stage in some ‘places; 
but many stores have gone beyond 
that point and are really prepared 
to give sound advice to conscientious 
aunts and uncles. One store has 
engaged a child psychologist who 
will tell you what is appropriate for 
little boys and girls of any age. You 
may be lost in admiration of a 
beautiful box of crayons, paints and 
brushes, with outline cows and eie- 
phants to be colored. If he finds 
out that you contemplate giving this 
artist’s outfit to a boy of three,’ he 
will tactfully lead you to take a 
substitute, Large blank sheets of 
paper in.various light colors, to be 
scrawled over as childish fancy dic- 
tates with thick. crayons, aré more 
stimulating to the imagination.. A 
three-year-old cannot manage his 
fingers very well; but his free arm 
movement gives him highly satisfac- 
tory results. 

The individual tastes of different 
children should be taken into con- 
sideration.

At the function of the Japan Society at 
the Hotel Astor last night Ambassador Kat- 
suji Debuchi’s address rang true to the sen- 
timents felt by, and in. private often ¢x- 
changed between, American. residents in 
China and their Japanese friends that. ‘‘per- 
fect accord in respecting the sovereign right 
of China and upholding the principle of the 
open door exists between Japan and the 
United States.”’ 

Japan had not opened the door to the 
nations when China, at the instance of the 
United States through Commodore Lawrence 
Kearny, opened to the world the five .ports 
granted to the free trade of Great Britain 
by the Treaty of Nanking, 

Sir Henry Pottinger; the British plenipo- 
tentiary, wrote, to our former 
Secretary of State, John Foster, in his 
“American Diplomacy tn the Orient,’ as 
follows: “The Chinese Government promised 
on the representations of the American Com- 
modore, Lawrence Kearny, that ‘whatever 
concessions were made to the.

The Back Bay mackerel mer- 
chant and: sea food specialist was. pronounced pugil- 
istically defunct when Jack Sharkey slaughtered him 
in the ring at the Yankee Stadium several Sum- 
mers ago. - 

‘By some magic method, however, he was. resusci- 
tated and plished into the Garden ring with Honest 
Tom Heeney last September. Honest Tom had -been 
punching away at a lot of people without disturbing 
them very'much. But the first swing he let fly at Ma- 
loney brought about a startling disturbance. . The 
heroic herring hunter hit the floor so hard that many 
spectators expected him to crash right on through into 
the cellar. 

The way Maloney banged the canvas recalls a re- 
mark made by Rob Roy Fothergill, the stout slugger 
of the Detroit Tigers, when he swung at a pitched 
ball last Summer and the ball, glancing from his bat, 
hit him squarely on the instep.

But in other quartters of the market, 
pressute of selling orders appeared 
to continue. heavy, and declines of 
5 to 10 points were rather unusual- 
ly numerous. These contradictory 
Movements gave an aspect of uncer- 
tainty to the general market through- 
out the day and at the close; There 
was the usual disposition to ascribe 
such weakness as occurred -to the 
malevolent work of “‘bears”; a pre- 
sumption which is not uninteresting,- 
in view of the recent popularity of 
the opinion that professional sellers 
of stocks had suffered so cruelly as 
to threaten their extermination. 
Sterling was practically unchanged 
in the New York market, but the 
Bank of England reported with- 
drawals of $2,727,000. more gold; 
making a loss of something lke 
$9,000,000 to be reflected in the 
bank’s weekly statement today. Pre- 
sumably, Berlin was again the bene- 
fictary. The Iron Age estimated 
last month’s American iron produc- 
tion to be the highest November out- 
put since 1918, and predicted a total 
production for the year exceeded 
since the war only by 1926 and 1923. 


Wall Street always tries conscien- 
tiously to discover ‘‘bull--points’’ or 
“bear points’ in the Secretary of the 
Treasury’s reports and _ the . Presi- 
dent’s messages to Congress, and it 
made the customary effort yester- 
day; Since casual’‘remarks of both 
Mr. Coolidge and Mr. Mellon had 
been repeatedly used, in the past six 
months, to help along the speculative 
blaze, it. was commonly taken. for 
granted that the formal documents 
must be ‘‘bullish,”” and Wall Street 
opinion was freely cited to that effect 
in the bulletins of yesterday’s market. 


Street. men who stopped to read it, 
did not unearth exactly the material 
which was asserted to: exist. The 
President’s budget message was se- 
verely noncommittal. His. message 
to Congress did indeed point out that 
‘™ new era in industrial thought’’ 
had ‘‘unleashed the productive ca- 
pacity of the individual worker with 
an increasing scale of wages and 
profits, the end of which is not yet,”’ 
and the last seven words, despite the 
technical character of the remark, 
had a ring that pleased the con- 
tingent committed to higher prices. 


The Secretary of the Treasury, 
however, left something to be de- 
sired. In his review of the fiscal 
year, the only statement calculated 
to excite enthusiasm was the remark 
on the better times in agriculture, 
about which speculative Wall Street 
does not nowadays concern itself. 
When he touches on the already his- 
toric ‘conflict between the Federal 
Reserve and the stock market,’”’ he 
frames his remarks in almost the 
language -which the Bankers’ Con- 
vention adopted in October. Refer- 
ence to the derangement of the credit 
“powerful groups of 
Speculators’ and by a public which 
“believed and acted as if the price of 
securities would indefinitely advance’ 
is the kind of comment which is apt 
to-be met in Wall Street: by. accusing 
its author of “bearishness on the 
United States.”” Mr. Mellon, a highly 
trained financier of long experience, 
undoubtedly said what he supposed 
all other men of financial.- intelli- 
gence believed. But the stock market 
6f°1928 has produced, in the market’s 
own view, higher authorities than 
even Secretaries of the Treasury, 
and the public will presumably con- 
tinue to take its opinions on the 
financial situation from the profes- 
gional gentlemen: who are identified 
with the rise in stocks.

A major question involved” was 
whether there should be a segrega- 
tion. of terminal charges from. line- 
haul charges at.the North. Atlantic 

rts and the examiner held that 

ere should be no such segregation 
and that: the publication of through 
rates to shipside. was. not unlawful. 

The existing methods of construct- 
ing import and ‘export rates would 
probably be continued as a restit of 
the report. The Southern ports, to- 
boo Mig with Philadelphia and Balti- 
more, advocated adoption of the 
principle of segregation, arguing 
that New York’s costs are excessive- 
ly high and should be reflected in 
the tariffs of the carriers. 

The relation of terminal charges at 
New York to those of other ports 
was also discussed. It was con- 
tended by the Southern ports, as 
well as Philadelphia and Baltimore, 
that whether or not there was segre- 
gation of terminal charges, the rates 
to and from New York should be 
made to reflect the higher port costs 
at New York. 

The report held that the cost fig- 
ures introduced in the record did 
not justify any change in the rate 
relationships between the Northern 
and Southern ports. The ratios be- 
tween New York, Philadelphia and 
Baltimore will be determined in 
another proceeding before the com- 
mission on Dec. 12 and 13. 

Wilbur La Roe Jr., Washington 
counsel for the Port of New York 
Authowy, commenting on the’ re- 
port, said: 

“On the whole we are much ti- 
fied with the attorney-examiner’s 
conclusions. His report means that 
New Ri Mini ye ‘be penalized by 
a. segregation of term charges. 
It also means that importers and 
exporters will not be subjected to the 
annoyance and of dealing 
with separate terminal factors.

INLAND TERMINAL STUDIED 





Galvin Hails I, ©. ‘C. Examiner's 
Plan for Trucks to. Relieve 
Freight Terminals. 





‘The Port of New York Authority 
announced yesterday thet its. efforts 
to’ remedy conditions on the Manhat- 
tan pliers and relieve congestion 
along the waterfront resulting from 
the transshipment. of freight from 
terminals in New Jersey have been 
extended to conférences ‘with the 
presidents of the railroads which 
serve’ New York.

We believe that an inland ter- 
minal system along Bes lines that 
have been give. re- 
sults that would ulcldy convince 
worn of its merits.” 

Galvin said the findings of Ex- 
etna Ames as reported to the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission after 
a study of the shipping situation in 
New York were encouraging in gen-
